o Our prisons must be made safer and I’ve directed state public safety officials to look at all 

available options for improving prison safety. Already they’ve put a number of reforms in place, 

brought in the National Institute of Corrections for an independent review, improving hiring and 

training for correctional officers, and clamping down on contraband in prisons. 

• What about using National Guard members as prison guards? , _ 

♦ : Nothing is off the table to improve prison safety. The head of the NC National Guard is a key 

part of the state's public safety leadership and is a part of ongoing discussions on prison safety.
